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1* Subject Wfv- encountered at the meeting of the soviet cStuiy 
Group at the Slavic Institute on Z March. After tne session he nude: 
an obvious effort to get acquainted with t header signed . iiia curio- 
sity was apparently aroused by ;.»r . KALNIUS brief remark before the 
session that "an American profi-u.sobT was present , whose true name 
Or.K.sleo cientlon.d. ^*4*0 f J 

3. Subjaot called up the undereigaed on 3 ilar cb, ate lied "wiat 
he had obtained his telephone number from Dr.KkljJIRS and that he 
would like to meet the undersigned and talk with him about the 
"Russian emigration” in the United States. The undersigned told 
Subjeot right a way that he ‘had no real contacts among the emigre 
groups in the States, knew comparatively little about them, and hence 
could provide Subject with little useful information. Nevertheless, 
Subject showed such a pronounc <; desire to speak with the under- 
signed that the undersigned agreed to meet Subject in the evening 
of 5 March. The conversation was conducted in Russian. 

4* Following Subject's call, the undersigned called up Dr. 
KJ&KXK3 and asked him whether Subject was a student and if so what 
hie interests couldbe. Dr.K. confirmed that Subject had asked him 
for the undersigned's telephone number and provided the following 
additional information : Subject is of Russian or igin and the won 
of R ussian emi gre a ,who came to Sweden around TTC*. After an attempt 
on iHFTER~ofHI Soviet diplomat In Sweden^-ltr'lrhEo period, Subjects 
parents changed their original name to the name 6f IKDSN. Dr.K. 
oould not reodileot the original name of the family but stated that 
it was ^purely Russian name. Subject himself has been known to 
Dr.K. approximately for three years. is ef member of the Swedish 
Sooial-^emocratic party -.nd Dr.K. met him apparently through hie 
party connections. Subject showed then a strong interest in Russian 
emigre oat tore and Dr.K. advised him to get in touch with the Russian 
Sooial-^emoaratic group around the "Soteialistioheskiy Vestnik" ,the 
publication of the Kuseian SDs published in &ew York. Apparently, 
Subject wrote to them asking for names of some other Russian socialist 
in Sweden and was again given Dr.JC'a name. Slnoe that time he has 
has been maintaining a o-aual conteot with Dr.K. and the Slavic Insti- 
tute. According to Dr.K. , he has a strong interest in Russian affairs, 
reads much about them, b-; t is not actively engaged in any research or 
studies. Dr.K. mentioned that no is an employee or a secretary of 
the 11 AdLminis tret ion or the rrofeseional/Trade/ Schools” in Stock- 
holm, has a fairly good p sit ion, and has a good character and repu- 
tation. Dr.K. did not think that Jubject waa interested in any Jobs, 
grants or support and probably Just wanted to talk with the under*. 
signed,since he does net have an ay friends among the few Rusal ah 
emigres in Jwien,who -ire mostly of an older age and more conservative 
in their political views. 
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5* subject was met i:: trie evening of 5 March and invited 
to a oafe f v'hQre tae conversation laBted for slightly mor a than tv/o 
boors. A variety of general topics was tii.^ouseed and the following 
info was elioited from Subject v;ho, however, displayed a somewhat 
surprising mixture of aelf-conscU usaea a, reserve and outright eva- 
Bion t considaring his own insistence to meet the undersigned; 

a/ Subjeot wes born in Swedefi and is about 3d years old. 

He has never been nor does he intend to go to the USSR /he himself 
did not mention anything about his family background whioh might 
be the aotual reason for hia reluctance to visit the USSR/. He 
considers himself a Swede, but does not identify himself completely 
with the Swedish way of life, his patents are still alive. They 
and his grand-£a>her taught him Russian. He mentioned also that 
his grand-father was a ‘'Icadet Vmember of the Constitutional-Democrats 
prior to the Russian revolution/ and that he knew the undersigneds 
father's background./ This he must have learned either from Dr.K. * 
or from his parents/. 

b/ Subjeot did not mention specifically his job t eaying 
merely that he was an employee of the Stockholm municipality. But 
he stated that he liked hie job and did not plan for any special 
further studies* It seems that he has an incomplete law education* 

He explained that hie interests in Soviet and Russian affairs was 
tiat of an * amateur”. He diaplay*d t however, a very solid knowledge 
of all Russian emigre organ! zet ions .including NTS,&OP:B etc* He 
seemed to be very lading, out what organized activi- 

ties there are among the Russian emigres In the UrtttedT Utatwsv 
/The u nd e r s ign e d to ld him that- hernia not lihihK of Ul m glf d« e 
Russian emigre any longer t had praotioally no interest or oonaeotiona 
with Russian emigres, and in general pretended a considerable ignoranoj 
since it was not quite clear what Subject was actually after/. 

0 / Subjeot stated that he was a socialist but often dis- 
agreed with the Swedish Sooial-^entocrete, especially in their attitude 
towards the 3oviets. **e objected eape daily that many Swedish Social-J 
Democrats often consider the USSR and the USA af two more or less 
equal forces, without making a real distinction between their poli- 
tical Ideologies and tactics, stated that he was often reading 
the "Problems of Communism** and asked specifically if the undersigned 
ever wrote for this publication. 

d/ Subjeot displayed some criticism towards the more con- 
servative Russian emigre circles , expressed the opinion that he did 
not believe that any revolutionary actions from outside QOul 46 haahf??> j 
the Soviet regime, quoting specifically the WT3 ballooning actions. 

He seemed to be extremely we kl- informed on all such activities, 
surprisingly well, as a matter of fact, considering that his only 
acknowledged sources arc the Aunsian publications. The Conversation 
did not permit to establish Subject's precise degree of anti-Catemuni j 
attitudes and feelings. 

e/ Subject implied that he has had a goodly share of per- 
sonal troubles in the last years and later yielded the information 
that he had been married, had two children, and t at his wife had 
left him several yeers ago. is apparently very troubled by this 
and seems to suffer considerably . he also hinted at being in a 
fairly precarious economic nosition because of his family matters . 
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However, he drives cm own car, a Volkswagen* He mentioned that 
he oould not invite the undersigned to his apartment because 
he had only a small and uncomfortable room. 

6. Subject did not display too much curiosity for the 
undersigned's background, ite seemed to know^ already some of it. 
The undersigned, somewhat baffled by Subject's lack or clear 
purpose for the meeting, gave him sufficient facts, saytng that 
he was an American^esearcher,had completed hia study which 
waa aiming at an analysis of the sooiologioal and social re- 
settlement methods of refugees In Sweden, and was now studying 
Swedish aondemio institutions, Swedish literature,culture etc* 

The undersigned's interest in Soviet affairs was 
Subjeot was told that the undersigned was priaarlxyJ(in v SovIet 
thsfttre and stage and considerably less in political questions, 
but the undersigned left no doubts that he was opposed to the 
Soviet regime and of course more or less aware of what was * 
going on In the USSR, as any educated person of Russian back- 
ground would be. 

7* Even after this first and rather lengthy encounter 

the undersigned has not obtained a clear picture why Subject 
yras so interested in meeting the undersigned. Had it been the 
usual encounter between two people of the same national back- 
ground , casual, pur poseless, and merely based on natural curiosity, 
the matter would be very simple. But Subject's behavior was 
neither relaxed nor casual, ^nd the undersigned's oould not help 
feeling that during the conversation Subject displayed a far 
more than normal caution. He did not seem at ease .Perhaps, he 
has some psychological troubles arising from his unhappy family 
experiences, but he seems to be balanced enough la his external 
behavior. Since he did not want anything in the line of jobs, 
fiducial sup port, re commend at ion or speoifio information on 
studies in the United States, his lasistjgflg-ga mee * ixi € tl *e 
undersigned did not quite jibe with the*rbu5«st for informa- 
tion on Russian emigre orr animations. Without being able to 
say why, the undersigned had the feeling that Subject had some 
more specific purpose in mind but that he never developed it 
during the conversation. 

8. In view of Subject's rather vague attitude, the under- 
signed did not make any effort to encourage him to meet again. 

He was told that ne would be welcome to call again, but the under- 
signed did cot invite him or specify when ne should call.

recollect^ what his ori^infrl name is and hence it is somewhat 
difficult to establish his ba-okground. Subject does not seam 
to present an immediate operational interest but he is 
a Russian speaker, obviously knows a lot about the Russian emigra- 
tion and perh&os has some contacts of interest. I*he undersigned 
would like to find out more about him before deoiding whether a 1 
casual social contact is of value. r" w I
